Mr.  Chairman,  La<‘Hes  an'-’  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

The  birth  rate  for  Cud worth  rose  very  slightly  and  the 
adjusted  rate  for  the  district  is  significantly  higher  than 
the  England  and  V/ales  figure.  The  infant  mortality  and  peri- 
natal mortality  rates  are  highly  satisfactory,  and  this  year 
they  are  considerably  lower  than  those  for  the  administrative 
County. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  v/a s a little  higher  than  that  of 
the  County  as  a whole  with  chest  disease  (inclu^iing  bronchitis, 
pneu.monia  and  cancer  of  the  lung)  a major  cause  of  death, 
especially  amongst  the  male  sex. 

The  incidence  of  reported  infectious  '-Hsease  for  the  year 
fell  appreciably,  mainly  due  to  a reduction  in  the  inci'-’ance  of 
Me a sle  s . 

I woul'^'  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  stimulating  an^’  continued 
interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  your  district. 

I would  also  like  to  place  on  recor-’  the  high  ^’egree  of 
co-operation  I have  received  from  your  Clerk  an"'  Public  Health 
Inspector.  Finally,  I must  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Senior  Clerk  and  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  their 
oo  ntr i bu t ioii  in  preparing  this  report  and  for  their  loyal  support 
at  all  times.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  shov/ed  an  increase 
of  8 over  the  previous  year.  The  Registrar  General  again 
supplied  a comparability  factor  which  relates  the  proportion 
of  v/omen  of  chi  1 d-bear ing  age  in  the  district  with  the 
proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  cru'^’e  birth  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  a '^justed 
rate  which  i s comparable  with  a'^justed.  birth  rates  in  other 
districts  and  with  the  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  v/as 
19,3  per  1,0C0  estimated  population  as  compai-e with  19.0 
per  1,CC0  estimated  population  in  1965  and  with  17,7  per 
1,000  estimated  population  for  England  an'"  V/ales.

The  adjusted  ■-^eath  rate,  which  is  the  cru-’e  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  v/a  s 14,3  per  1,000 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  13.4  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  1965  , an'’  v;ith  11.7  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  Enr^ian'’  an’  ./ales.  There  were  93  'eaths  among 
the  inhabitants  of  your  ’istrict  '•^uring  the  year  as  against 
03  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in 
order  of  numerical  importance  were,  respiratory  -'iseases, 
heart  an'-’  circul'.tory  diseases  aii'’  cancer.  Otatistics  relat- 
ing to  -’eath  rates  au'’  the  causes  an'’  ages  at  death  are  given 
in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section  on  vital  statistics. 

Infant  I.'/ortalltv 

There  were  2 infant  deaths  in  your  district  last  year 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  10,3  per  l,C0f  live  births, 
as  compared  with  32,3  per  1,CC0  live  births  in  the  previous 
year.  Both  of  the  deaths  were  neo-natal  and  one  occurred  in 
the  first  week  of  life.  The  two  infants  wore  premature  by 
weight  at  birth,  and  na- urally  such  children  are  a higher 
mortality  risk  as  compare^’  with  full-term  infants  of  average 
birth  weight. 

There  v/ere  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths. 

Peri-natal  Mortality 

The  peri- natal  mortality  rate  is  '’epen'-’ent  upon  the 
number  of  stillbirths  plus  the  number  of  infant  deaths  occur- 
ring in  the  first  week  of  life.  This  figure  fell  to  15,3  in  19 
compared  v.'ith  26,6  in  1965  and  with  25,1  for  the  a^’mini  strative 
County . 

T/Iaternal  Mortality 

It  is  with  ragrot  that  I have  to  report  one  maternal 
death  in  your  '■’istrict  during  the  year,  giving  a maternal 
mortality  rate  of  5.10  per  1,COO  total  births.  The  patient 
unfortunately  did  not  take  a'’vantage  of  the  excellent  ante- 
natal service  v/hich  is  provided  free  of  charge  for  all  axpectan 
mothers  in  the  district.  Therefore,  no  care  or  advice  could  be 
given  in  this  important  period  of  life.  The  occurrence  of  one 
death  in  your  district  can  have  a considerable  affect  on  the 
maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  year.

lio  case  of  Diphtheria,  7/hooping  Cough  or  Tetanus  occurred 
during  the  year.  The  immunisation  statistics  for  Diphtheria 
fell  slightly  to  a figure  of  77.2%  of  all  children  immunisad 
against  this  disease,  comprising  67.4%  of  children  in  the  pre- 
school group  an^’  82.0%  in  the  school-age  group.  These  figures 
are  highly  satisfactory  and  at  this  level  it  is  certain  that 
an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough  in  the  district  is 
extremely  unlikely. 
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Poliomyelitis 


I!o  case  Of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  durj^ng  the  year.  A 
further  140  children  roooived  a primary  course  of  vaccination 
with  three  doses,  bringing  the  grand  total  in  Cudworth  to 
4,222  persons  vaccinated  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme. 
During  the  year  92  further  children  of  primary  school  age 
received  a reinforcing  booster  dose.

The  Department  continued  in  its  efforts  to  achieve  better 
housing  standards  and  fu.rther  progress  was  made  in  the  modernising 
of  dwellings  by  the  making  of  both  discretionary  and  standard  grants. 

New  I-Iousinfr. 

During  1966,  the  Council  completed  the  building  of  18  flats  and 
96  houses  and  bungalows  to  meet  Slum  Clearance  and  general  needs. 

Private  Housinr/. 

During  the  year,  4 houses  were  completed  by  private  firms  on  a 
number  of  sites  within  the  Urban  District, 

Improvement  of  Houses, 


This  work  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance,  as  Members 
it  is  divided  into  two  types  of  grants.  Discretionary  and  Standa 
The  Standard  Grant  governs  only  the  provision  of  five  amenities, 
being  bath,  wash  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water  and  food  store, 
are  laid  down  by  the  Government  as  to  the  maximum  grant  for  each 
and,  therefore  this  class  of  grant  is  confined  to  smaller  scheme 
relatively  little  structural  v/ork  is  required.

The  Discretionary  Grant  covers  the  provision  of  the  same  five 
amenities,  but  the  maximum  grant  payable  is  increased  to  a limit  of 
£4C0,0G,0d,  and  thus  more  ambitious  schemes  such  as  the  building  on  o 
bathrooms  etc,,  can  qualify.  The  work  of  the  Department  in  this  fiel^ 
covers  many  aspects.  These  range  from  the  initial  inspection  during 
which  advice  is  given  as  to  whether  the  proposed  scheme  is  likely  to 
fit  the  required  amenities  into  existing  premises.  When  the  applica- 
tion is  received  it  is  necessary  to  check  the  estimates  and  plans  in 
order  to  assess  which  items  qualify  for  grant  and  to  report  on  these 
to  the  Finance  Committee , When  the  grant  is  approved  and  the  work  is 
commenced  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  to  ensure 
a proper  standard  of  workmanship  and  to  make  final  inspection  to  see 
that  the  works  are  fully  completed.

TOTAL  GRANTS  PAID  TO  END  OF  1966  £6 , 8 39 , 7s . 6d . 
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During  1966,  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  application 
for  grant.  Altogether  some  35  applications  were  received  for  Discre- 
tionary Grants,  33  of  these  were  from  ovmer/occupier s and  2 were 
received  from  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses.  As  regards  Standard 
Grants,  some  5 applications  were  received  from  ov/ner/occupier  s , and  i 
was  received  from  the  owner  of  a tenanted  house.  These  figures  show 
that  there  is  still  a reluctance  on  the  part  of  owners  to  take 
advantage  of  the  grants  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  Housing  Act  will 
enable  us  to  increase  these  figures. 

Sale  of  Food. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

This  section  of  the  work  of  the  Department  is  a vital  one  to  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

There  are  7 bakehouses  in  use  at  the  end  of  1966,  There  are  als 
72  other  shop  premises  which  retail  open  or  packaged  foodstuffs.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 


97,9%  of  the  houses  within  the  Council’s  district  are  connectec 
to  the  public  sewerage  system.  The  remaining  2%  of  houses  have  thel 
foul  v/ater  output  discharging  to  either  a small  septic  tank  and 
filter  arrangement  with  underground  discharge  of  the  final  effluent 
(13  houses),  or  to  underground  cesspools  or  on  to  the  surface  of 
isolated  plots  of  land  some  considerable  distance  away  from  dv/elling 
houses.  The  Council  provide  a cesspool  emptying  service  and  private 
drainage  and  disposal  of  waste  liquid  matters  appears,  on  the  whole, 
to  be  satisfactory.  At  the  end  of  1966  there  v/ere  approximately  46 


cesspools  falling  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  cleansing  service. 


The  areas  of  the  district  which  still  require  a public  sewerage 
system  are  Weetshaw  Lane,  Royston  Lane,  Storrs  Mill  and  Carrs  Lane, 
all  of  them  being  near  the  Council’s  extreme  boundaries. 


Attention  to  storm  water  overflows  is  given  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department  as  the  need  arises. 


Sanitary  Accommodation. 


99%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water  closes 
which  either  discharge  to  the  public  sewer  or  to  underground  cosspoos 
in  which  latter  cases  the  cesspool  cleansing  service  is  used.  There 
is  now  only  1 privy  midden,  in  the  Storrs  Mill  Area,

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A talle  of  coraparaLle  vital  statistics  is  shoy.n  for  each  o.  the  County  districts 
in  the  Division.  This  may  he  of  interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing  how  each 
stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  Coiinby  and  National  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid  I966 
was  79»550j  compared  with  79 >070  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in 
population  showing  the  nimiher  of  hirths  over  deaths  was  557  in  1966,  compared  with 
652  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  in  I966  was  1,406, 
compared  with  1,482  in  1965.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  17.7  per 
1,000,  compared  with  18,7  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegi-timate 
births  was  75  in  I966,  This  represents  5*5?^  of  the  total  births,  compared  with  5*4^^ 
in  1965,  and  5.3/^  in  1964. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  29  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  24  during  I965.  This 
gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  20.2  compared  with  15.9  in  1965  and  with  15.9  for  England 
and  Wales, 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of  inward 
and  outwa,rd  transfers  was  849 > which  was  I9  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10,7  as  compared  with  10,5  in  1965* 

tla,ternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year,  vfhich  occurred  in 
Cudworth  and  Darton,  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  1.59>  compared 
vri-th  0.25  for  the  administrative  County  and  with  0,26  for  England  and  Wales,  Tn 
both  cases  the  death  was  not  preventable  during  the  ante-natal  period.  The 
divisional  figure  is  in  excess  of  the  national  average  this  year  but  there  have  been 
years  when  no  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  Division, 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Infant  Deaths  gnd  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  37  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  yean,  of  which  25  occurred 
in  the  neo-na,tal  period.  This  compares  with  51  and  19  respectively  in  the  previous 
yean.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  26,3, 
compared  with  20.7  for  the  previous  year  and  with  19.0  for  England  and  Wales, 

I would  like  to  again  drav;  attention  to  the  fa,ct  that  of  the  18  infant  deaths 
occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  three  of  them  v/ere  so  premature  as  to  he 
helov;  the  age  of  viability.  This. means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would  not 
even  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  mi3ca,rriages  and  a.s  such  would 
never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all*  The  number  of  deaths  in  this 
category  shows  an  increase  this  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Prematurity 
wa.s  associated  with  no  less  than  nine  deaths  in  the  early  neo-natal  period, 
demonstrating  the  importan.ee  of  this  factor  as  a.  contributory  cause  of  death  in 
early  infancy.  Of  the  57  babies  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  30  were  born  in 
hospital  and  7 at  home. 

The  peri -natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  32*8,  compared  wdth  25.1 
for  the  administrative  County,  The  Rcgistra.r  General  has  provided  a peri-natal  rate 
for  England  and  V/ales,  7;hich  this  year  represents  26,3.  The  occurrence  of  infant 
deaths  associated  with  prematurity  is  responsible  for  the  relatively  high  peri-natal 
mortality  rate  for  the  year. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  illegitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000 
illegitimate  live  births  = 15«35  for  the  division.

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Snallpox  Vaccimtion 


You  ^Till  see  from  the  table  that  some  686  isrere  va.ccinated  against  Smallpox 
diu-ing  the  year,  which  represents  an  increase  of  217  compared  with  I965.  You  will 
recall  that  in  I96I,  554  children  were  vaccinated  and  in  I962  this  rose  to  a 
bumper  figure  of  1,516  due  to  the  proximaty  of  Smallpox  at  Bradford*  In  I963  the 
number  vaccinated  fell  to  218  and  since  then  steady  progress  has  been  m.ade  tov^ards 
and  beyond  the  figure  which  appertained  previously.

Comment  has  been  ma.de  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report  on  the  state  of 
immimity  in  each  Urban  District,  The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  pre- 
school age  group  and  the  school  age  group  shov;  a slight  fall  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  overall  percentage  of  children  who  have  been  fully  protected 
hovrever  rema.ins  at  a high  level  and  we  can  regard  the  figures  presented  as  entirely 
satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  the  Dodworth  Urban  District  the  apparent  fall  in  the 
0-4  years  age  group  is  due  to  the  removal  of  immunisation  cards  relating  to  children 
resident  in  the  High  Green  Division  follov/ing  the  introduction  of  the  computer 
Scheme  for  immmisation  in  that  area.

B.  C.  G.  Vaccination 

Routine  Mantoux  testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  continued  during  1966.  A total 
of  1,096  children  entering  Senior  Schools  in  the  division  were  vaccinated  against 
Tuberculosis.  A table  showing  the  results  of  the  vaccination  scheme  is  shown 
overleaf. 
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Midwifery  and  Llaternity  Ser-vlces 


The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  was  479,  compared  with 
543  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  948  institutional  confinements,  compared  with 
939  in  1965.  The  proportion  of  patients  delivered  inhospitals  and  maternity  homes 
rosfe  from  64%  to  67/^  in  I966.  The  proportion  of  domiciliary  patients  receiving 
some  form  of  analgesia  was  80^  . The  trend  towards  using  Trilene  instea.d  of  Gas 
and  Air  continued,  and  in  I966  no  patients  had  Gas  and  Air,  compared  with  2 in  I965.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

There  was  again  a fall  in  the  number  of  women  attending  best  Riding  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  and  the  number  of  attendances  also  showed  some  slight  decline.  The  trend 
tovrards  general  practitioners  running  their  ovm  ante-natal  clinics,  either  in  their 
own  premises  or  at  West  Riding  Clinics  continued  and  this  accounts  for  the  decline 
in  the  official  icst  Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attendances  are  not  reflected  in 
our  statistics. 

Attendances  at  relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  continued  to  increase  during 
the  year.  This  educational  a.spect  of  the  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwife  is  becoming 
increasingly  imp  rtant. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Division  showed  some  decrea.se. 
During  I966,  39>157  attendances  v>rere  made  showing  a decrease  of  approximately  8.8^ 
over  the  previous  year.  The  attendances,  although  rather  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  nevertheless,  are  very  sa.tisfactory  and  indicate  that  good  use  is  being  made 
of  the  clinic  facilities  available  in  the  area.

Health  Visiting" 


The  total  nurher  of  effective  visits  carried  out  hy  Health  Visitors  and  allied 
staff  was  18,206.  This  shov/s  a decline  of  some  2,27S  visits  during  the  year  and  I 
aci  sorry  to  report  that  the  numher  of  visits  to  cliildrenunder  the  a.ge  of  5 years 
again  showed  a decline,  I an  afraid  that  this  can  only  reflect  the  increasing 
difficulty  which  the  Department  has  experienced  in  recruiting  qualified  Health 
Visiting  staff.  Visiting  in  some  areas  has  had  to  he  on  a "selective"  basis  because 
of  increasing  staff  shortage.

Screening:  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,539  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub -normality  developing  in  a baby  who  has  a.  positive  reaction. 
Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  born  in  the  Division  to  discover  cases 
of  con'-onital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  ca,ses  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  technique  no  less  than  I4  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  ajid  confirmed  as  dislocation 5 thereby  qualifying  for  early 
treatment  of  the  condition. 

Cervical  Cytology 

The  Ceirvical  Cytology  clinic  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year  at 
6 Victoria  Road.  Sessions  Y;ere  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  by  appointment.  The 
main  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  diagnose  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  in  the  early 
stages  v;hen  treatment  is  relatively  ea.sy  and  the  chances  of  a permanent  cure  are 
excellent.  During  the  year  680  women  over  the  age  of  30  years  attended  for  the  first

time,  Two  eaxly  cancers  of  the  uterine  cervix  were  detected  and  referred  to  the 
appropriate  specialist  for  treatment.  No  less  than  48  patients  were  recalled  for 
further  exar.iina.tion  and  of  those  42  vrero  found  to  hove  gynaecological  disorders 
requiring  treatment  and  advice.  I feel  that  quite  apart  from  the  value  of 
detecting  early  cancer  of  the  female  genital  tract  and  other  gynaecological 
disorders  a good  deal  of  excellent  health  education  takes  plane  at  this  clinic. 
Women  attending  frequently  a.sk  advice  about  problems  in  connection  with  family 
planning  and  other  topics. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  breasts  are  clinically  exami red  at  the  same 
time.  Four  patients  with  brea.st  abnorm.a.lities  were  referred  to  their  own  family 
doctors  for  advice, 

Horae  Nursing  Service 

There  wa.s  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Hom.e  Nursing 
Service  during  the  year,  4^,217  visits  were  made,  compared  v;ith  42,222  in  the 
previous  year.  This  indeed  reflects  ,the  increasing  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
Home  Nursing  Service,  as  I Imow  that  with  improved  liaison  with  the  Geriatric 
Service  more  difficult  cases  have  frequently  been  referred  to  the  Home  Nurses  and 
it  is  perhaps  the  quality  of  the  work  in  addition  to  the  number  of  visits  which  is 
of  paramount  importance.

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  remained  about  the  same.  The  tendency 
has  been  for  an  increase  to  occur  in  doniciliar^'-  treatment  with  a decrease  in 
clinic  or  surgery  treatment.  I feel  that  it  is  important  thab  we  should  encourage 
more  patients  to  make  the  effort  to  visit  the  Chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surgery 
rather  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment,  not  only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much 
more  expensive  to  provide  but  it  is  felt  that  the  old  people  would  generally  benefit 
by  the  social  conta.cts  made  whilst  attending  the  Clinic, 


Home  Help  Service 


The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mninly  for  the  elderly.  The  number 
of  households  assisted  during  the  year  increased  to  about  800,  while  the  number  of 
hours  expended  rose  by  just  over  14^0  , This  is  an  expected  and  significant  trend 
as  it  is  felt  that  some  of  the  cases  have  too  few  hours  to  really  benefit  and 
efforts  will  be  made  to  give  maximxm  improvement  to  recipients  in  this  category.
